Can you buy and feed cattle under the 
present rollback schedule and make 
money? Or has the rollback taken the 
profit out of cattle feeding? 

What will feeder prices be next fall? 
Can they feed cattle as they have in the 
past? Or will they have to change their 
setup? How much margin do they need? 


CU saves: feeders are asking them- 


As cattle men look at the feeding 
picture, they are coming to some con- 
clusions. Naturally, these conclusions 
aren’t the same for all men. 


Some feeders, like Wilson Baughman of 
Cedar county, Iowa, aren’t sure what 
they’re going to do. They’ll finish feeding 
out the stuff they have on hand. But 
about next year? “It depends on feeder 
prices,” says Baughman. 

But as Baughman talked, he worked. 
He was putting up grass silage. And it’s 
a good bet that Baughman won’t feed that 
grass silage to milk cows. He’s been feed- 
ing a plainer kind of cattle. And he'll 
continue “if feeder prices are favorable.” 

Across the road, Wilmar Williams and 
his landlord, W. J. Donahue, have 60 head 
of pretty good quality steers on feed in a 
blue grass pasture. These steers have 
been on feed since last November. Wil- 
liams will feed them out. 

But what about next year? Williams 
and Donahue haven’t definitely decided 
yet. But this 160-acre farm is geared for 
livestock production, including beef. Wil- 
liams and Donahue will probably have 
cattle on feed next year. 
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Other feeders indicated they would 
shift their feeding practices to fit the new 
market situation. 

Arnold Mente, veteran cattle feeder 
and president of the Cedar County Beef 
Producers Association, has 105 cattle on 
feed at present. 

Mente usually looks for good quality 
cattle, gives them a long feed and a good 
finish. “But,” says Mente, “I may shorten 
the feed on this bunch.” 

If controls stick, Mente plans to buy 
lower-quality feeders than usual. He'll 


WHETHER Wilson Baughman of Cedar 
county, Iowa, refills his feedlot next fall 
will depend upon the price of feeders at 
that time. Here, he puts up grass silage. 
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try to get cheap gains by using as much 
grass and roughage as possible. 

Hugo Schroeder, another Cedar county 
feeder, bought some feeders the second 
week in June. He plans to put a lot of 
grass into them to cheapen gains. 

In the opinion of several cattle men, 
next fall is when the corn belt feeder will 
be squeezed. He will have a ceiling on the 
price he can expect for finished cattle. 
He will have to buy low enough to leave 
some profit after expenses of feeding have 
been met. 


Many feeders expect to have 
trouble buying at the right price. 
Floyd LaRoque of Franklin county, 
Iowa, figures he will be lucky to buy 
feeders back at the same price he gets 
when he sells the cattle in his feed- 
lot now. 


“If prices stay rolled back, ranchers 
with plenty of feed and money may hold 
on to their cattle,” he says. 

“There may be trouble buying feeders 

next fall,” agrees Arnold Mente. “The 
rancher won’t want to take a cut.” 
‘ One thing seems clear: The big profits 
of recent years are out. The feeder will 
make his profit, if any, by (1) putting on 
cheap gains with grass and roughage, and 
(2) buying feeders at a reasonable price. 

Last year, one man watched corn belt 
farmers bid up the price of feeders, and 
commented: “Feeders are passing most 
of the profit in feeding cattle to ranchers.” 

The picture will likely be different hext 
fall. With ceilings on, feeders will have to 
buy carefully. Range men can expect 
hard bargaining from corn belt feeders. 






































Those Dirty Men 


When you come in from work, do you 
wash at the sink in the kitchen?

Of course, if you’re real dirty, the Mrs. 
will still argue that the best place to 
wash up is at the outside pump. 


We Lose The OW many times do 

you lose the corn 
Corn Crop crop each year? April 
In July, Too is a good month for that. 


Rain and cold weather, 
and you can’t get the plowing done. 

May is a good month, too, for losing the 
corn crop. Still wet, and you can’t get the 
corn planted. Or sometimes it is so dry 
the kernels won’t sprout. 

June is tough. Either you get so much 
rain you can’t cultivate, or dry weather 
holds the corn back. 

July is worse. This is the critical polli- 
nating time. Watch out for hot south- 
west winds. Or if corn has a late start, 
maybe cool weather makes you wonder if 
the crop will beat frost. 

August brings drouth sometimes. Corn 
needs an inch of rain a week. That’s a 
lot to get regularly. Not to mention the 
second brood of corn borers. 

September ends one set of worries. 
Drouth and hot winds won’t bother. But 
if the crop is late, then the real anxiety 
about the frost date begins. 

Yet somehow we usually have some 
corn to husk in November. 

It’s a good thing. we split these worries 
up, and don’t tackle them all at once. For 
the next two weeks, most farmers will 
cheer up if we get plenty of hot, moist 
weather. Corn needs to catch up. 

After that, we'll worry about August

Crop Land farm? MHere’s one way 
to do it. 


Secretary Brannan says: “We know 
that one ton of nitrogen fertilizer used in 
combination with other improved prac- 
tices gives an average increase in crop 
yields equal to the production of 8 to 15 
additional acres of good farm land.” 

Some farms need more phosphate; some 
potash; almost all need nitrogen. And 
sensible use of fertilizer will give the 
same total yields as if you had bought 
more acres. 

Most farmers agree to all this. But a 
good many will add: “Where do we get 
the fertilizer? We couldn’t buy all we 
wanted this year. What about next year?” 

That’s the real question. We’re running 
into shortages all along the line. Some 
farm folks think the National Production 
Authority hasn’t been convinced yet that 
allotments of scarce materials must be 
made to push up production. 

Farm organizations, the Department of 
Agriculture and the fertilizer industry are 
all working at the problem, but the re- 
sults so far aren’t too good. 

Yet more fertilizer can keep farmers 
from plowing up land that should be kept 
in grass and hay. It’s better to get more 
acres by putting fertilizer on land that 
is fit to plow. 

That’s what we need to do in 1952.

Poll Asks About Ways Of 
Trying To Get Him Back 


HAT are the chances for a _ real 

peace? Not good. For a temporary 
truce, a cease-fire in Korea? Better than 
for some time. 

Last January, the United Nations 
asked for the following settlement in 
Korea: 

1. A cease-fire order on both sides. 

2. A buffer zone between armies 
miles in depth, with southern limit 
the 38th parallel. 

3. Supervision of cease-fire by a UN 
commission with access to all parts of 
Korea. . 

Russia has suggested a cease-fire and 
a buffer zone between armies. The UN is 
trying to find out whether the offer is 
real, and whether China agrees to it.

HAT would farm people think of 

such a cease-fire order? The Wal- 
lace-Homestead Poll last spring found 51 
per cent of lowa farm people agreeing to 
an armistice on the 38th parallel, with 18 
per cent insisting that all of Korea be 
cleared of the enemy before peace terms 
are discussed, 

At that time, 23 per cent wanted our 
army to get out of Korea entirely. And 8 
per cent were undecided. 

But a cease-fire agreement merely 
pushes the tough questions over onto the

making money with 
hogs at 100 per cent of 
parity, while beef men say they will go 
broke at 135 per cent of parity. At the 
same time, dairymen and poultrymen are 
getting 100 per cent of parity or less. » 

What’s the difference? 

For a beef man who raises his own Cat- 
tle, there isn’t any difference. One hun- 
dred per cent of parity is just as fair for 
him as for a dairyman or a poultryman. 

A cattle man who buys feeders has an- 
other kind of problem. If he bought feed- 
ers at 135 per cent, buys feed at 100 per 
cent of parity, and sells fat cattle at 135 
per cent, he’ll make some money, but not 
much. If he bought feeders at 145 per 
cent of parity, he’ll lose. 

That’s why 135 per cent of parity on 
beef — to some cattle feeders — doesn’t 
mean as much in profit as 100 per cent 
of parity on hogs.

This special tax wouldn’t hit a farmer 
who wanted to sell out and retire. 
It would hurt the speculator who was 
trying for a quick turnover. It would 
help the young farmer who needs the 
price of farm land held down.

Some hog raisers, however, balance the 
ration for the pigs. D. E. Ellis, also of 
Emmet county, adds protein and mineral 
to ground corn and oats at the ratio of 
six of grain, one of supplement. 

Bert Berkland, Palo Alto county, Iowa, 
mixes ground shelled corn with mineral- 
ized protein at the rate of four to one. This 
is for small pigs. Grain is increased later. 

Hog raisers don’t all agree as to wheth- 
er pigs should balance their own rations 
with a separate self-feeder for protein 
feed. But on this they do agree: 

You should not skimp the protein part 
of the ration when pigs are small. 

Experiment stations say the amount 
of protein in the total ration for pigs on 
grass should be 16 to 20 per cent. Lots of 
good hog raisers feed that much.

Can Hurt Pigs 


Young pigs can use a rich ration effi- 
ciently. You-can’t rough young pigs thru 
the post-weaning stage on grass. 

How much oats in the ration for young 
pigs? Most good hog raisers warn about 
too high a percentage of oats. 

Berkland (Palo Alto) “Not too 
much oats—maybe 80 per cent corn, 20 
per cent oats.” That tallies with experi- 
ment station results as well as the prac- 
tices of most good hog men. 


Says: 


Wet feed is one of the changes some 
use to keep pigs interested in their 
feed. Otto Johnson, Calhoun county, 
Iowa, slops the young pigs, using 
ground oats. Some use milk products. 
Albert J. Larson of Palo Alto county 
feeds soaked shelled corn. 


Larson has early pigs, off to a good 
start. He doesn’t mean for hot July 
weather to give them a setback. So he 
fixed’ shade early. 

Old hay, tied down on poles resting on 
two hog houses, makes shade for pigs on 
Larson’s legume pasture. This lets rain 
thru to keep the ground wet and cool. 

July care of spring pigs as practiced by 
these good hog raisers could be summa- 
rized like this: (1) Full feed on pasture; 
(2) use ground feed mostly, but add 
whole grain or wet feed as a change; (3) 
don’t be afraid to pour protein feed to the 
pigs during the after-weaning period; (4) 
feed minerals all of the time, either mixed 
with the protein or fed separately in small 
feeders, and (5) these farmers like feeds 
with the new discoveries in them, such 
as vitamins, antibiotics, etc. 

And they: believe that you should be 
sure to provide shade and water for pigs 
in July. As one said, “Just do anything to 
keep the pigs comfortable, contented and 
willing to eat up your feed.”

HE quarter-section farm operated 

by Cap Osborne in Polk county, 

Iowa, is an unusual place.

“It’s something new to us,” says the 

smiling Osborne. “We’ve always raised 


turkeys before, but geese are a lot less 
trouble.” 
Maybe so, but it doesn’t look simple 


to a visitor. Cap hopes to have about 
500 breeders next winter, so he has grow- 
ing geese in several age groups scat- 
tered over 35 acres of range, which in-

Next winter, they’ll range over the 
corn fields and lay eggs for next sea- 
son’s hatch, which will come during 
March, April and May.

Late Spray Kills 
Borers—If ... 


To the Editor: You might be 
interested in some of the things 
we've learned about spraying for 
borer control after borers have 
hatched and are in the whorl! of 
the corn. 

In 1949, a farmer asked us to 
spray his corn after the borers 
were in the whorl but not yet far 
down into the stalk. We told him 
that spraying probably wouldn’t 
be very effective because of the 
location of the borers, but he in- 
sisted we spray anyway. Result 
was a “kill” averaging 92 per cent. 

The explanation came last year, 
when we found that moisture con- 
ditions following spraying deter- 
mine to a very large extent the 





effectiveness of the spray after 
borers are hatched and in the 
whorl of the corn plant. Light 
rain or heavy dew in the three or 
four days following spraying in- 
creased our kills as much as 50 
per cent. Extremely dry weather 
following spraying meant very 
poor control of borers in the 
whorl. This, of course, doesn’t 
apply to spraying before borers 
hatch or when they’re just emerg- 
ing.—William Vogel, Vogel Flying 
Service, LaSalle, Ill. 


College and USDA _ studies 
agree that borers in the whorls 
of corn plants can be killed in 
good shape if you're’ lucky 
enough to get enough moisture 
after spraying to wash DDT 
down into the whorls.—Editor,

In 1951, farmers of the nation 
are expected to produce almost 
106 million pigs. That’s five mil- 


lion more than last year; 10 mil- 
lion more than the 1949 pig crop;

farmers produced in 1946, just 


five years ago. 
The 106 million pigs will exceed 
the number produced in any one 


year except 1943. In that year, 
farmers raised almost 122 million 
pigs. War demands and govern-

crop possible. 


The spring pig crop, which 
will start to market next 
month, is up, 4,000,000 pigs, or 
seven per cent larger than last 


year. That's for the nation. 

In Iowa, farmers will produce 
the biggest pig crop on record in 
151, In Kansas and Nebraska, 
pig numbers will go up about one- 
sixth.

If Shooting Stops 


In Korea--- 


What Will Happen To Prices Of Hogs, 


Corn, Soybeans? 


What would a _ cease-fire 
agreement in Korea do to 
farm markets? What's the 


future on wage and price con- 
trols? Donald R. Murphy, ed- 
itor of Wallaces’ Farmer and 
Iowa Homestead, has just 
been to Washington in an at- 
tempt to get some answers to 
questions like these. His re- 
port follows: 





WO questions were boiling in 
Washington when I left there. 
They were: 

1. What’s the chance of a cease- 
fire agreement in Korea and what 
will that do to markets? 

2. What’s the betting on exten- 
sion of wage and price controls? 

Nobody knew too much about 
final answers on either point. So 
both questions and answers had 
to be full of “ifs.” 

I usually put my questions this 
way: 

“Tf we have a cease-fire in Ko- 
rea, with a buffer zone between 
armies, and other questions turned 
over to a UN conference, what 
will that do to inflation, farm prod- 
uct prices, employment, payrolls, 
etc.? 

“If wage and price controls are 
extended, in about their present 
form, but without August and Oc- 
tober rollbacks, what can farmers 
expect on grade differentials on 
cattle and seasonal prices on 
hogs?” 





Everybody agreed that a 
cease-fire agreement would 
lower markets. Actually, the 
markets weakened a bit after 
the Malik statement, before 
anybody knew whether the 
peace bid would be accepted. 


Some speculators in corn, wheat, 
cotton and soybeans would likely 
be scared out of the market by a 
cease-fire. Fewer people would 
hoard meat. Some would antici- 
pate shutdowns and a drop in 
wages, and would buy less. 

That would be the immediate 
effect. But for the long pull, what? 

Most of my informants said that 
arms expenditures would stay 
strong, and that payrolls would 
be high regardless of a cease-fire 
in Korea. 

The only difference would be 
that scare-buying would end. Folks 
would breathe easier for a while. 

The advice might be summed up 


like this: “In case of a cease-fire 
agreement, look out for a tempo- 
rary summer slump in demand. 


3ut next winter’s business will 
be better than last, so long as con- 
doesn’t cut down defense 
expenditures.”

What about wage and price con- 
trols? This issue of Wallaces’ 
Farmer and Iowa Homestead goes 
to press before congress makes 
the final decision on extending 
controls after June 30. So readers 
know more than I do about what 
happened on the last day.

ton, were that some sort of exten- 
sion would be voted. Maybe a 60 
to 90-day extension while congress 
fought over the form of the final 
bill. Maybe a year extension of a 
weakened wage and price control 
bill. 


Most folks expected that the 
August and October rollbacks 
on cattle would be wiped out. 


I talked with Mike DiSalle, head 
of OPS, while congress was still 
in the final stages of the fight. 
Neither he nor anybody in the 
agency knew whether their jobs 
would last more than a few days 
longer. 





The main reason I went to see 
DiSalle was to ask about price 
ceilings on hogs if the law were 
extended. My impression was that 
DiSalle would be happy if he didn’t 
have to call for ceilings on hogs. 


“You won't have to put ceil- 
ings on hogs this summer,” I 
told him, “if you work out a 
seasonal price schedule, which 
will average 100 per cent of 
parity for the whole year, but 
will be above parity in July 
and below parity in Decem- 
ber.” 


“That’s what some of the folks 
in the Department of Agriculture 
say,” DiSalle replied. “I’ll have to 
get together with them—if the law 
is extended—and see what we 
ought to do.” 

As I left, DiSalle told me he had 
read one of my editorials and had 
not liked it. I told him I wouldn't 
hold that against him if he ap- 
proved of seasonal variations on 
hog ceilings. 


Some of the folks under DiSalle 
in OPS object strongly to seasonal 
variations on hog ceilings. As 
most farmers know, hog prices at 
the low point in November or De- 
cember usually run about 20 per 
cent under the high point in Au- 
gust or September. 

Hog ceilings should follow this 
natural marketing pattern, Other- 
wise, too many optimists will ship 
hogs in December, jam up packing 
plants and drop the price. 


“You put a flat ceiling on 
hogs,” said one man in the De- 
partment-of Agriculture, “and 
the sales in December will be 
so heavy we'll have to go in 
and buy pork to prevent a 
price collapse.” 


I put this up to one man in OPS. 
His answer was this: 

“We can’t do it. We would have 
to make up new retail ceilings on 
pork every month, That’s too big 
a job.” 

OPS, of course, sees the prob 
lem from its angle of administer- 
ing fixed prices. Farm people see 
it from the angle of keeping hog 
marketings spread out and pre 
venting price slumps. 

Secretary Brannan and his asso 
ciates will put up plenty of good 
arguments for seasonal variations 
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Farmer © staff of OPS is

on hog ceilings—if ceilings come. 
DiSalle will listen to those argu- 
ments and also to the arguments 
of his own men who don’t like the 
idea. But DiSalle—under a law 
like the present one—will have 
the last word. 


Of course, if a cease-fire 
agreement should lower prices, 
nobody is going to worry over 
price ceilings on hogs for a 
while. Under the law, there 
can’t be ceilings unless hogs 
hit 100 per cent of parity. 





Don’t think from what I have 
said that everybody in USDA fa- 
vors seasonal variations on hog 
prices, or that everybody in OPS 
is against them. 

Joseph H. Fichter, former mas- 
ter of the Ohio State Grange, is 
one farmer now with OPS. Fichter 
appreciates the farm arguments 
for seasonal variations on hog 
ceilings. In this, and on other 
points, he has been hélpful in see- 
ing that the farm point of view 
gets a hearing within OPS. 





If the wage and price act is 
extended, will grade differen- 
tials on cattle be changed? 
Now prime cattle have about 
their normal price increase 
over good cattle. 


Should this be fixed to cut 
down the amount of corn going 
into prime cattle? 

OPS says that present grade dif- 
ferentials are temporary and will 
be changed, if the law is carried 
on. But nobody is quite sure what 
the changes will be. 

What about the black market? 
Is one growing up? What is being 
done to control it? 

In OPS, the view is like this: 

“Under OPA, in World War 


ll, we had 48,000 licensed 
slaughterers. Now we have 
12,000. We can police those 
12,000 much more carefully 


than OPA policed the larger 

number.” 

Other folks have their fingers 
crossed. 

| asked about rationing of meat. 
OPS hopes there won’t be any. 

But some folks, like Newsom of 
the National Grange, say that ra- 

ling is more sensible than are 
Price controls. And others are 
sure that if buying power goes up, 
ceilings won’t hold unless there is 
rationing. 

Nobody will admit it, but look 
out for rationing if payrolls con- 
tinue to rise faster than meat pro- 
cuction.

Confused On 
Fly-Killers 


ID? YOU know what fly-killers 
to use where and when? At 
least one recent survey shows 
that many folks still are confused 
by the long list of fly-killing chem- 
icals and the rules for their use. 
But it isn’t as complicated as it 
looks. There are two kinds of 
fly-control chemicals: Those which 
have some residual effect—they’ll 
kill flies for days or weeks after 
spraying; and repellents—the fly 
sprays you’ve used for years to 
keep flies away for a short time.

And | 
it’s okay for use any place—in- | 
cluding dairy barn and milk room 
walls—except on dairy cows them- 
selves. Also, it does its best work 
in hot weather. So when tem- 
peratures get above 90, use lin- 
dane on buildings and beef cattle. 
But not on dairy cows. 

METHOXYCHLOR: This is the | 
one that is okay for use on dairy | 
cows. Only catch is that it also| 
does its best work in temperatures 
under 90. So methoxychlor is the 
recommended chemical for dairy 
cows at any time, and for dairy 
barns and milk rooms in 
weather. It also can be used with 
effect on beef cattle when | 
temperatures are under 90. 

REPELLENTS: These don’t kill | 
flies, but they keep ’em off cattle. | 
They are good for once-a-day | 
spraying to free the air of the} 
barn of flies and to protect cattle. 
On cows, water-base repellents are 
better and safer than _ oil-base 
sprays. And repellents the 
thing for keeping horse and stable 
flies off cattle, because these flies

EW WAY to harvest small grain is here. Wis- 

consin farmers lead in the use of the new 

method. But it could be used in any corn belt 

state. Machinery used is the windrower, the field 

chopper, covered wagons, and a threshing machine 

; at the barn. It is claimed to save labor and save 
the straw. Various steps in the new harvesting 


method are pictured below. 

















1 First step in the new harvesting method for oats and other 
small grain is to windrow the grain. Let it dry in the windrow 
just the same as you would if you were going to use the combine. 





Then chop the oats as 

you chop hay. But cut 
the unthreshed grain four 
to six inches long. It may be 
necessary to remove part of 
the knives in order to get 
oats cut that length. Set the 
knives slightly away from 
the cutter bar, to avoid dam- 
age to the kernels. About 
one-half of the oats will 
be threshed by the cutter. 

















3 Self-unloading wagons haul the chopped oats to the threshing 
machine at the barn. Straw goes in the barn for bedding. Oats 
into grain wagons. Machine is driven by power take-off and V-belts. 





Finish of the threshing 

job comes when _ the 
grain is put in the bin. The 
srain could be augered into 
a bin in the barn if a 
bin was available. Either 
way, both the grain and the 
straw are stored’ safely.

Make Sows Smooth, 
But Not Fat 


Long Feed Will Reduce Grade And Price; 
Sharp Price Break Common In Late Fall 


F YOU raise May pigs, it’s about 

weaning time. Then comes the 
problem of how to handle sows 
that will be sent to market. Losses 
can result from three causes: 

Sows can die from heat in July 
or August; you can get price docks 
on overly-fat sows; or you can hold 
them so long that the usual fall 
price break will catch you with 
sows unsold. 

First thing is to protect sows 
from summer heat. If sows must 
be kept in a small yard, there 
should be shade where summer 
breezes will also strike. But that 
may not be enough. 

You are lucky if you can turn 
sows into a small timber pasture 
where there is running water. The 
next best thing is a sprinkler sys- 
tem of some kind on a cement 
floor. 


But if you have neither of 
these, an ordinary hog wallow 
kept full of water will keep 
the sows cool. Or it can be 
done with a bucket if you have 
someone to watch the sows in 
the middle of the hot days. 


After you get a cool place for 
the sows, this question comes up: 
Should sows be put on full feed 
of corn and fattened rapidly? Or 
is it better to use pasture and a 
light feed of grain for slower but 
cheaper gains? 

If you have only a dry yard for 
the sows, there’s but one choice: 
Feed the sows to marketable con- 
dition as fast as you can. Sows 
can usually be smoothed up in 
four weeks, or at most six weeks. 

This may pay in any case. Half- 
fat sows with udders well shrunk- 
en often bring near the top price. 
And you save the labor required 
te care for a separate bunch of 
hogs. 

But if you have a cool place for 
the sows, can’t you feed them 
longer at a profit? 

It should be safe to use a light 
grain feed for a longer period on 
grass. Something might be saved

in the cost of gains. Or, at least, 
it is safe until late fall, when sow 
prices often go down abruptly. 

But to make the sows big and 
fat will rarely pay. Any profit 
made in feeding will be lost in 
grade and price when sows are 
sold. 

Best selling packing sows usu- 
ally weigh 300 to 325 pounds. At 
400 pounds or over, the dock may 
be anywhere from $1 to $2 per 
bundred. 

If by feeding a 300-pound sow 
to 400 pounds you lost $2 per hun- 
dred on the original 300 pounds, 
or $6, there would be no profit in 
the operation. 


So it would appear that you 
take a chance of loss by mak- 
ing sows fat and heavy even if 
you have a good place to take 
care of the sows. It’s a good 
idea to remember that packers 
and consumers want lean 
meat, not lard, 


But what about market trends 
on packing sows during late sum- 
mer and fall? What’s the risk of 
loss there? 

The sow market usually is 
steady to strong from June to 
August. In fact, the packer sow 
market has gone up during that 
period in seven of the last 10 
years. 

So the averages are with you in 
holding sows at this time of year 
if they don’t get fat enough to re- 
duce the grade. 

But look out after October 
comes. There usually comes a 
time in late fall when the packing 
sow market starts down and keeps 
on going down. Low months for 
packing sows have been Novem- 
ber and December in every year 
but one of the last 10. 

So it would seem that, ordinari- 
ly, sows should be just smoothed 
up and sold. You can do it rapidly 
or slowly, as your conditions 
favor. But sell before November. 
Risk of the market drop may come 
as early as October 15.

If this amount is 
not paid within 10 days, the fence 
viewers shall certify same to the 
county auditor. : 

The county auditor shall collect 
this amount the same as other 
taxes. Then he is to remit this 
amount to the party or parties 
who are entitled to it. 

If this amount is not paid, the 
property is sold for non-payment 
of taxes, since the amount of the 
fence is part of the taxes.

For full-time workers, top wage 
without special permission of the 
wage stabilization board is $225 
per month without room and 
board, $195 with house furnished, 
and $175 with room and board.

Mulberries 
For Pies 


\ 7HEN spring arrived after we 
first moved to our farm, the 
small fruit I could find was 
rhubarb. There were no strawbe1 
ries, raspberries or cherries, but 
there was a muiberry tree which 
in June bowed under a crop of 
plump, blue-black mulberries. 

Recalling the days of my child- 
hood, when we used to play in the 
mulberry trees at Grandmother's 
home and eat mulberry pie around 
her well-filled table, I was deter- 
mined to try my hand at a mul- 
berry pie. 

Of course, I had a running bat- 
tle with the birds, which seem to 
like mulberries just as well as 
they do cherries in my neighbor’s 
orchard. But mulberries are easy 
to pick, and I got my share first. 

My family was quick to acclaim 
it a super favorite, so I was des- 
tined to make mulberry pies for 
the rest of the season. I was 
amazed to find that the season 
continued well thru the month of 


| only 





July. During that time, we never 
lacked for fruit. 
Dinner guests were treated to 


| our unique dessert. On one occa- 
}sion, Grandmother paid us a visit 
;and was extremely pleased to have 
|a piece of mulberry pie—some- 
thing she hadn’t had for years. 
| JI used my favorite recipe for a 
{double crust pie. Here’s the way 
to make the filling for one nine- 
| inch pie: 


2 cups mulberries 
| 14 cup rhubarb, cut fine 
1% cups sugar 
4 cup flour 
14 teaspoon salt 
Grated rind of one orange 





Combine all ingredients. Fill a 
lined nine-inch pastry piepan. Dot 
with two tablespoons butter and | 
adjust top crust. Bake in a 450- 
dégree oven for 10 minutes; then 
in a 350-degree oven for about 30 
minutes. 

Success in this endeavor spurred 
me on to concoct a jam recipe. It’s 
a mulberry-rhubarb jam which is 
one of the most popular kinds at 
our house. These are the ingredi- 


ents: 


1 pound or 2 cups rhubarb 

14 pound or 1 cup mulberries 

1 box powdered fruit pectin 

2 pounds or 4% cups cane or 
beet sugar 


Crush the mulberries and rhu- 
barb in a large saucepan. Measure 
sugar into a bowl, to be added 
| later. 

Place pan containing fruit over 
high heat. Add powdered fruit pec- 
tin and stir until mixture comes 
| to a hard boil. At once stir in the 
| sugar. Bring to a full rolling boil. 
30il for about 10 minutes, or 





until mixture passes the jelly 
|“sheet” test; i. e., dip in a large 
}spoon and tilt until syrup runs 


|over the side. The liquid will stop 
|flowing in a stream and divide 
|into two distinct drops that run 
|together and leave edge of spoon 
|in one large flake or sheet. 
| Skim and pour into hot, steri- 
lized glasses. Seal with hot par- 
affin.

CLOVER-LEAF ROLLS 


1 cup milk 

5 tablespoons cane or beet sugar 

1 tablespoon salt 

1 cake or package yeast 

1 cup lukewarm water 

6 cups sifted flour 

6 tablespoons melted short- 
ening 


Seald milk; add sugar and salt; 
cool to lukewarm. Dissolve yeast 
in lukewarm water and add to 
lukewarm milk. Add three cups 
flour and beat until smooth. 

Add melted shortening and re- 
maining flour, or enough to make 
easily-handled dough. Knead well. 
Place in greased bowl. Cover and 
set in warm place and let rise 
until double in bulk—about one 
and one-half hours. 

Divide into small balls. Brush 
sides with melted butter and 
place three balls in each section 
of greased muffin pans. Let rise 
until light and bake in a 350 to 400- 
degree oven for 20 or 30 minutes.

Make Your Tractor Rubber Go Farther

tires on your tractor, truck or oth- 
er farm machinery the right care. 

Extra tire life is mighty impor- 
tant right now. And the first and 
biggest step toward getting it is 
proper inflation. 

In your car, it’s easy to “feel” 
when tire pressure is too high or 
too low. Tractor tires are different, 
but they wear just as badly when 
they aren’t properly inflated. Soft 
tires take a beating from the rims. 
Sidewalls snag and the cord body 
breaks.

Underinflation causes two 
kinds of tire breaks. One, the 
“X”" break, comes when a soft 
tire is run over a stump or 
large stone. The bump pinches 
the tire against the rim. 


Then there is the buckle break. 
You’ve seen a series of short 
breaks along the sidewall of a tire. 
If the tire is underinflated and 
pulling a load while it gets side 
pressure, these breaks show up. 
As when you're plowing and a soft 
tire is crushed against the land- 
side of the furrow. 

Overinflation is bad, too. It’s 
easier to notice when tires have 
too much air because the tractor 
rides over the bumps like a buck- 
ing bronco. But those bumps are 
not the worst part of extra pres- 


sure. Overinflation causes more 
slippage, thus makes the tread 
wear faster. Forward edges of 


tread bars will be cut, chipped and 
snagged from slippage on rough 
surfaces. 

A good rule any time is to pull 
only what the tractor can handle 


without slipping. Wheel weights 
will help, because drawbar pull is 
increased as weight is added. If 
you have to add more weight than

Another thing about wheel 


weights: Tests show that air-filled 
tires with weights ae more effi- 


cient and economical than tires 
filled either entirely with water, 
or with water and air. 

But if you need extra weight

and find it more convenient to 
use water, remember this: Water 
won’t compress. So when a water- 
filled tire runs over a rock or fence 
post, your tire will be bruised and 
its life shortened. You can avoid 
most of this damage by filling 
tires only three-fourths full of 
water, using air for the other one- 
fourth. 

Overinflation also speeds weath- 
er checking. And the strain on 
sidewalls from too much pressure 
weakens the cords. Long, diagonal

on heavy 
jobs, thus reduce tire wear. Vic 
Kayser of Van Buren county, 
Iowa, used these big ones to 
break out heavy sod ground. 


breaks—sometimes running from 
bead to bead—are typical of an 
overinflated tire which has run 
over a large, sharp object. 

But extra pressure is a help in 
one case: Add about four pounds 
in the furrow tire when you're 
plowing. And pressure may have 
to be boosted if you’re using heavy 
weights or heavy mounted imple- 
ments. Watch the tires; if they 
buckle, better add air. 


Be sure to check tires on 
new implements. Often they 
aare overinflated when shipped 
from the factory. 


Remember, too, that a standing 
tire can wear out about as fast as 
one that’s in use. If implements 
are to stand for a long time, block 
up the wheels. And check tire 
pressure before using again. 

Grease, oil and chemicals can 
hurt tires. It’s a good idea to wash 
tractor tires after a spraying job. 

Keep implement tires out of 
barnyard acids as much as pos- 
sible. They’ll seep thru cracks and 
damage the cords. 


Inspect your tires every week 
or so. Take out nails and glass. 


Clean holes with gasoline and fill 
the cuts with rubber cement, the 
nailholes with rubber plugs. 

After your car and truck 
are worn down so they’re unsafe 
for high-speed use, you can still 
use them on farm implements. 
With a boot or vulcanizing job, a 
worn tire may be good for years 
of extra service on plow, drill, 
chopper or baler.

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Lightning, Hot Hay 
Burn Barns 


Summer presents two major 
causes of farm fires: Lightning 
and spontaneous ignition. 


Are you good enough to rely on 
feel to tell you when hay is dry 
enough to go into a barn? Loose 
hay should be below 25 per cent 
moisture. Chopped and baled hay 
should have 20 per cent moisture 
or less. It takes only a small pock- 
et of wet or damp hay to cause 
trouble. 

Unusual odors may be the first 
sign of heating hay. Vapor rising 
from a warm, moist area on top 
of the hay may be another warn- 
ing. 

To be safe, check hay with a 
probe and thermometer. Many 
county extension offices and most 
local fire departments have them. 

Most fires caused by lighting 
could be prevented by good light- 
ning rods. But the rods must be 


checked frequently. Each cable 
should go to moist earth and 


should be protected against rub- 
bing by livestock.
